The President transmitted to the 
Senate copies of papers relating to 
reciprocity arrangements between the 
Unrfited States and Brazil; he also pre- 
sented a proclamation and tables 
showing the exportation of certain 
products from this country to Brazil, 
all of which has maretotors been made 
public. 

The Senate passed the Legislative, 
Executive and Judicial appropriation 
bills, and agreed to take up the Pure 
Food bill. This makes it unfinished 
It will have to give way, 
however; to the appropriation bill. | 

The conferees on the bill for the re- 
peal of the timber culture law and 
amendatory land laws generally, prac- 
ticaily reached agreement on an‘ en- 
tirely new bill which will be bronght 
forward at the first opportunity. The 
subject matter of the bill has, for the 
past two Congressés, been in dispute 
between the House and the Senate 
and for a long time the conferees, dur- 
ing this Congress, failed to come to 
an understanding. The bill agreed 
upon will change the general land 
system of the government. The bill 
first repeals the timber culture act, 


but with a reservation in favor of bona | 


fide claims heretofore initiated. In 
computing the period of cultivation on 
claims already accruing, provided 
the time shall run from date of entry, 
necessary acts of cultivation performed 
within proper time. Preparation on 
land and the planting of trees is to be 
construed as acts of cultivation. 

Persons who have comp ied with the 
provisions of the timber culture act for 
four years may prove up their claims 
by paying $1 25 per acre. The desert 
land act is amended, requiring the fill- 
ing of a map showing the proposed 
method of reclaiming, and no person 
shall receive patents for lands under 
the Act unless they have expended in 
the work of reclamation at least three 
dollars per acre, one dollar to be ex- 
pended within each year. After four 
years, title may be secured by paying 
one dollar per acre. 

Section 2288, of the revised statutes 
is amended so that any bona fide set- 
tler may have the right to transfer : 
any portion of his claim for a right of 
way for irrigation purposes, as well as 
for Church, cemetery, railroad or 
school purposes. 

The preemption law is also repealed 
except as to claims heretofore initiated 
and except as to preemptions by coun- 
ties under special law. 

Section 2 289 is amended soa person 
already holding 160 acres of land, or 
one who abandon their residence on 
their own land, shall not have the 
right to make -a homestead: entry. 
Entries may be suspended for correc- 
tion of clerical errors. The United 
States is stopped froin the vacation of 
any patent on claims heretofore in- 
itiated, unless: suit be brought within 
five years, and on future claims within 
six years. 

Provided, “that in Colorado, Mon- 
in North and South, Dakota, Wyo- 


cient defense of any prosecution for 
trespass to show timber culture for 
agricultural, mining, mauufactaring 
or domestic purposes and not trans- 
ported out of the State; this provision, 
however, does not apply to railroads. 
Provision is made for town site entries 
in Alaska and for the acquisition 
thereof of lands necessary for trade or 
manufacturing purposes... Towns and 
cities, declared, may make a town-site 
entry on mineral lands, but this right - 
shall not interfere with the working 
underground of mineral claims. 

Provision is made for grants of right 
of way for irrigation purposes; but 
reservoir sites shall not contain any 
more land than is necessary for their | 
construction and maintenance. The 
maximum amount of land which any 
person may acquire is three hundred 
and twenty acres. The President is 
given the right to set apart and re- 
serve in any Territory, forest lands as 
public reservations not sebject to be 
entered upon. This will meet the 
principal aim of what is known as the ! 
Yellowstone Park bill.

“CARROTY NELL” MURDER CASE. 


Empress Fredrick at Gare Du 
Nord, En Route to Calais. 


Senator Hearst Very Low and 
Reported Dying. 


Empress Fredrick of Germany. 
By Cable and Associated Press. | 


Paris, Feb. 27.—The-Empress Fred- 


ing. No unpleasant iacident marked: 
her departure. The gravity of the 
situation, however, can be judged 
from the fact that, acting under ad- 
vices from high quarters, the Empress 
changed her route for fear of being in- 
sulted. It was publicly announced 
yesterday evening and again this 
morning that Empress Fredrick in- 
tended to leave for Calais at 11:30 a. 
mM., but left two hours earlier, and was 
driven rapidly to Gar du Nord, where 
she entered a train for Boulogne. The 
Empress, however, will not embark 
for England at that point, but wiil 
proceed from there to Calais, where 
the royal yacht is awaiting her. In 
spite of the precautions, several nun- 
dred people gathered about Gar du 
Nord, but. they were civil and quiet, 
the majority of the men taking off 
their hats as the Empress passed. 
There were no insulting cries. of any 
description. 

The Empress appeared perfectly 
calm and entered the car secured for 
her special use. She cordially bade 
adieu to a representative of the Ger- 
man Embassy, who accompanied her 
to the station. At the reception yes- 
terday evening Gervex, the painter, 
was presented to the Empress. On 
behalf of.a portion of the French art- 
ists, lie expressed the regret that they 
felt at not being able to send their 
works of art to the Berlin Exposition, 
but they could not place themselves 
at variance with their colleagues. 

The Empress, in reply, said she ap- 
preciated the justice of the French 
artists meeting and accepted them in 
a friendly spirit, though she regretted 
that the ariists of France were not. to 
be represented ‘at Berlin. 

In an interview with the President 
of the society of artists, the latter de- 
clares he will still advocate thac 
French artists should send exhibits to 
Berlin, though he yields to the opinion 
of his brother artists. 

Empress Frederick and her party 
arrived at Gare Du Nord in three lan- 
daus. Police officials had taken every 
precaution to protect the Empress, a 
body of 500 policemen~being at the 
depot. The Empress is accompanied 
by the whole staff of the German 
Embassy. Count Von Munster and 
a number of police accompanied the 


Empress to Boulogne, and from there 
to Calais.

output of woolen goods. It is be- 
coming plain to manufacturers 
that the consumption of wool in 
this country will soon surpass that 
of Great Britain.again. I[t-was 
greater for a few years previous 
to 1883, when a decrease was caused 
- by the new tariff then introduced. 
But the British manufacturers did 
not then profit by tue prostration 
of the woolen industry here, for 
European producers were «ble to 
undersell them. The higher du- 
_ ties imposed in tlis country last 
year caused the British markets to 
be flooded with the cheap goods 
which were formerly sold here. In 
1890 the consumption of wool 
in Great Britain- has’ been esti- 
mated at 428,000,000 pounds, and 
that of America at 10,000,000 
pounds less. The sales at Buston 
so far this year have showed an iii- 
crease of 50 per cent. over those of 
_ the same period last year. in De- 
cember last the imports of woolen 
good were nearly $1,000,000 less 
than in the last month of 1889. 
This difference implies an increase 
of at least 5,000,000 pounds in the 
quantity of American wool re- 
quired for manufacture. About 
one-tenth of-the wool product of 
‘this country is raised in Nevada 
and California. In 1889 over 34,000,- 
000 pounds were sheared in these 
two States. Since 1854 the yield for 
one year—1876—has been as high as 
56,550,970 pounds. In 1854 the pro- 
duct was only 175,000 pounds. It

ing products of the country. A 
policy that protects and fosters 
home products is the only policy 
for America.

A LONE HIGHWAYMAN. 
Whe Teok Only What He Needed 


| For Pressing Want. 


‘‘Throw up your hands,’’ were the 
words that greeted a horseman as he 
turned a sharp curve on the upper 
grade leading into Austin, in the 
Spring of 1865. ‘‘Hand out your purse”’ 
was the next command,and he handed 
it out tothe lone highwayman who 
had him covered with a villainous 
looking revolver. The highwayman 
was not masked, was perfectly cool 
and seemed in no hurry. Opening the 
purse, which contained a fair supply 
of lucre, he took out one dollar, and 
handing the purse and its contents 
back to the traveller, said ‘‘Move on.”’ 
The traveller didso without delay and 
wondered if that was the map who 


kept the toll-gate. A few: minutes’ 
ride took him into Austin and after 
stabling his horse he went into Mari- 
Oni’s rotisserie and ordered his break- 
fast. While waiting for it and reading 
the paper, he was aware of some one 
taking a seat opposite to him, and 
when breakfast was served he laid 
aside the paper and began eating. 
Looking up, his surprise was quite 
pronounced, to discover in his vis-a-vis 
the lone highwayman, just commenc- 
ing his breakfast also. Neither one 
spoke, and each one leisurely finished 
his breakfast, and stepped to the 
counter about the same time to settle. 
The highwayman laid down in pay- 
ment the same dollar that he had ex- 
tracted from the others purse on the 
grade. The meal was seventy-five 
cents, and for the change he took a 
Cigar, lighted it and stepped out on 
the: sidewalk. The traveller, surprised 
at his coolness, accusted him and said 
“Excuse me, but haven’t we met be- 
fore, this morning?’’ And the high- 
Wayman answered, *‘ Yes, we have.’’ 
Still more surprised at his coolness, 
the traveller said, ‘‘Well, will you 
please explain the liberty you took 
with me?” ‘Certainly,’ was the re- 
ply, ‘‘I am broke, and can’t get work, 
and d——d if I'll beg.’”” The explana- 
tion seemed sincere, and at least was 
so convincing, that the traveller opened 
his purse again, gave bim $5, and said 
‘*‘Take that to eat on, and when it’s 
gone, if you have not found work, 
come to me and get more.’’ He took 
it with polite thanks, hunted work, 
secured it. and in time became a sub- 
stantial citizen of Austin, and to this 
day, the man he robbed has never 
divulged the name of the daring high- 
wayman, ind the old residents there 
would acknowledge that the trait dis- 
played was characteristic of the man, 
if his name was given. 


SHIP WRECKS. 
Need of Metter Government Ser- 
vice Along the Coast. 


The wreck of the ship Elizabeth, 
and the peril which the Jessomene 
encountered at the same time, have 
served to center interest on the ques- 
tion of the Life Saving Service and 
its equipment; also“to call attention 
to the poor facilities which San Fraa- 
cisco has for learning of disasters a 
few miles up the coast. In the case 
of the Elizabeth, the Life Saving Ser- 
vice was of no avail, and one of the 
life-savers lost his life to no advant- 
age. In the -case of the Jessomene, 
no news was received in that city for 
nearly twodays after the vessel put 
out her anchors off Point Rees, and 
while she was dragging and in peril, 
there was nothing for the master and 
crew, but to courageously wait. The 
Life Saving Service has a station 
about three and one-half miles north 
ofths Point Reyes lighthouse. The 
Jeesomene was visible from the 
lighthouse on Sunday and it is sup- 


posed that her position was known to 
the Life Saving Service men at Point 


lights should have been 
on Saturday nigut. It certainly 
must have o known if the 
patrol was vigilant and ‘‘on deck.’’ 
But the anxious owners of marine 
property in San Francisco who had 
heard that she bumped on the “‘ Po- 
tato Patch,” the news coming through 
the medium of the newspapers, did 
not learn where she was or anything 
eoncerning her until Monday after- 
noon. The dispatch which notified 
Superintendent Blakeney of the Life- 
saving Service that the Jessomene was 
in peril was dated at Point Reyes two 
hours and one-half later than the one 
which brought the news to the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and the newspapers. 
The’ master of the Jessomene com- 
plained that he could not get the news 
to San Francisco when he was sub-

AFRICAN HEADMEN. 


Savages Who Facilitate Explora- 
tion of the Wilds. 


One of Them Who Accompanied Henry 
M. Stanley on His Recent Expedi- 
tion and of Whom the Explorer 
Speaks Very Highly. 


Mr. Stanley, in his latest bqok, says 
the New York Sun, pays a very elo- 
quent tribute to the humble porters who 
followed him bravely across Africa or 
succumbed to the terrible privations of 
the journey. Now_and then one among 
these Zanzibar porters, who are an es- 
sential part of every expedition, be- 
comes widely known through the supe- 
riors ervices he renders. Such men were 
Chuma and Susi, the well-known head- 
men, who were long in the service of 
Livingstone, to whose worth and value 
he paid many tributes in his diaries, 
who finally brought his body hundreds 
of miles to the sea, restoring it to his 
friends, and receiving the thanks and 
substantial rewards from the British 
Parliament. Another of these stanch 
Zanzibaris is the headman of Ali Ki- 


| ongwe, who is a type of all that is best 


in the fine Swahili people, who inhabit 
the African coast near Zanzibar. This 


| man has rendered services to African 


exploration which have attracted the 
attention of geographers, and his jour- 
neys have been recorded in at least one 
of the leading geographical periodicals. 

When he was only fifteen years old 
he accompanied an Arab caravan to 
Lake Nyassa and the river Loangwa. 
On this occasion he showed his remark- 
ele facility for acquiring the leading 
African dialects spoken in these re- 
gions, a talent which has been of 
great service to the explorers who, 
in later years, he accompanied. In 
1875. when § still a. very young 
man, he joined Stanley’s expedition, 
and with that explorer made the 
memorable journey across Africa, when 
the secret of the Congo was discovered. 
A little later Stanley returned to the 
Congo to develop that region under the 
auspices of King Leopold. One of the 
first things he did was to send to Zanzi- 
bar for Ali Kiongwe, and for three 
years the man served Stanley up and 


‘ down the river, proving one of the most 
| faithful of assistants.

He was often in 


Africans who seemed equal to any duty. 
In 1884 he joined the expedition of H. 


| H. Johnston to Kilima-Njaro, and the 


explorer says that in scores of instances 
he showed great bravery, astuteness an 
fertility of resource. ‘Then fora time 
he was in the service of the universities 
mission in Usambara, having charge of 
the entire business of transportation 
from the sea to the mission stations 
among the mountains. When Count 
Teleki set out on his fruitful explora- 
tions three or four years ago he was 
very glad to engage -this man at Zanzi- 
bar to take charge of his porterage serv- 
ice. He ‘accompanied the Count 
through Masailand, and this journey re- 
sulted in the discovery of the two salt 
lakes, Rudolph and Stephanie, and set- 
tled the fact that the enormous sea. 
Vhich was supposed to exist under the 
name of Samburu, is a myth. This is 
one of the most noteworthy contribu- 
tions recently made to the geography of 
Africa, and Count Teleki was profuse 
in his praises of Ali Kiongwe for his 
contribution to the success of the expe- 
dition. | 

A little later this now : famous 
Swahili was engaged by the wealthy 
Englishman, Guy Dawnay, to lead his 
hunting expedition into Masailand, an 
expedition which had a very. tragical 
ending, for the white man who had 
hired the party at a great expense to go 
with him in search of sport on the big 
African plateau met his death by a 
buffalo, which gored and trampled him 
under foot as they confronted one 


_ another in the same path. On this oc- 
_easion Kiongwe showed his pluck and 

cunning. The Massi savages were first 
| to discover the tragedy, and they took 
possession of the unfortunate white 


man’s body. They robbed it of the 
watch and rings which Mr. Dawnay 
wore. They -are one of the hardest 
people to deal with in Africa, but the 
Swahili headman succeeded in obtain- 
ing from them all the valuables which 
they had appropriated. He restored 
them to Dawnay’'s relatives, who have 
presented Kiongwe with a watch and 
chain as a mark of their esteem. 

In the expedition which H. H. Johns- 
ton recently led from the mouth of the 
Zambesi to Tanganyika, Filews was 
in charge of his porterage service, and 
his employer paid an ample tribute of 
praise to his honesty, pluck and de- 
votion. He is a type of the best speci- 
men of the East African coast native, 
and the records of Burton, Speke, 
Grant, Stanley, Thomson and other ex- 
plorers show that there are others who 
are equally deserving of praise, and 
who have proved as faithful and de- 
voted in their attention to the interests 
of white men as any person could be. 


Alaska as a Game Preserve. 

Enough is now known of a portion of 
Alaska, imperfectly explored, ‘says the 
Chicago News, to indicate that it is the 
finest fish and game territory probably 
in the world. While the general Gov- 
ernment has complete eontrol of this 
vast tract, as yet but one insignificant 
law has been passed in the interest of 
protection. The same care bestowed 
upon these two products in Alaska as is 
accorded them by the Government in 
the Yellowstone Park will prove in the 
future an immense boon to a vast 
population, inasmuch as, with a few 
wise restrictions thoroughly enforced, 
Alaska will for generations to come be 
capable of providing fish and game for 
all classes of personts in the older States, 
either as food or for purposes of sport.

CRABS’ EYES AS MEDICINE. 


They Are Used to Correct Acidity of tho 
Stomach, 

Crabs’ eyes are employed to some ex- 
tent as a remedy for acid stomachs. 
They. are not actually the eyes of the 
crab, but simply small concretions of 
lime found in the stomachs of crayfish 
at the time when they are about to cast 
their shell and make new ones. It is 
supposed, says the Chicago Times, that 
these concretions are designed by nat- 
ure to provide material for the new 
shells. At all events, having been de- 
posited originally by animals, they are 
more readily absorbed into the human 
system. Defore being administered as 
medicine they are pulverized. 

Oyster-shells are used in precisely the 
Same way and for the same purpose, 
being prepared preliminarily by wash- 
ing and pulverizing. 
shells are placed in solution in water, 
the heavier and coarser particles fall- 
ing to the bottom. By pouring off the 
solution thus obtained and permitting 
it to precipitate such fine particles of 
lime as it still retains, an exceedingly 
refined deposit is at lentth secured. 
Cuttlefish bones, from sepia fish of com- 
merce—the same that are used for can- 
ary birds—are ground up and used in 
the same fashion and to serve a like 
medical usefulness. :
